Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art (Shennib, US 6,546,108) teaches that the parts are fitted only in one position 
with respect to one another. However, Shennib does not teach that the pull cords are at 
least partially in contact with one another, which is required by claim 1 .
